ma Hoosb ov llBPiiESRSTiTivsa,— Tho annual 
meeting of Cnngrcss ia alwaya an iiitoreitino 
event. Tlie llopeescrlatires of tho States and 
of the people came fresh from their constituents 
to take counsel together for lho common good. 
After an existence of n^nr three- fourths of n 
century as 1 free and independent licpublie, 
lhc prdblcm no longer rcmuins to be solved, 
whether man is capable of self-government, 
The success of our ailmimblo system is u con- 
clusive refutation of lho theories of thoae in 
other countries who maintaiii that IL a favoured 
few'' are born lorule! and that tlie moss of 
mankind must bo governed by force. Subject 
lu no arbitrary or hereditary authority, tho 
people arc tlie only uovcrcigns recognised by 
otii Constitution. It is) in a country thus fa- 
voured, and under a Government in which Hie 
executive nnd legislative' branches hold their 
authority for limited periods, alike from thu 
people, and where all arc responsible to their 
reapectivo constituencies. Hint ills again my 
duty-to communicate with Congress upon the 
atata of the Union, and ihe present condition of 
public affairs. During tlta pint year, the mosi 
ETnlifying proofs are presented that our country 
has been blessed with a wido-spreiid and uni- 
versal prosperity, Fruin our abundance wc 
liavo been enabled lo perform the plcnsing 
duty of furnishing foodfor the siarving millions 
of less favoured countries. 

In die enjoyment of lho bounties of Provi- 
dence at home, such aa have rarely fallen to 
the lot of any people, it is cause of congratula- 
tion that our intercourse with all the powers 
bf the earth, except Mvxico, continues to ho of 
hn amicable chnractcr, The war in which the 
United States was forced to eneiige with tho 
Government of that country stiil continue*. 
It is sufficient, on tlic present occasion, to soy 
thot lho wanton violation of lho rights, of per- 
son and properly of our cilraen 1 " committed by 
Mexico, her repeated acts or bad faith, through 
a long (cries of yean, and hor disregard ofao- 
loinu trcnlics, stipulating for indemnity lo nuc 
injured citlien*, not only constituted ample 
cause of war on our purl, but were of such an 
aggravated character ns would have jnstifled 
us before the whole world in resorting to this, 
extreme remedy. Though the United Statcsi 
were the aggrieved nation, Mexico commenced 
the war, and wc were compelled, in self-de- 
fence, to repel the invader, and lo vindicate tho 
national honour and interests by prosecuting It 
with vigour until wc could obtain a just and 
honourable pciee, 

On learning that the hostilities had been 
commenced by Mexico, I promptly communi- 
cated that fact, accompanied with a auecinct 
statement of cur olbcr causes of complaint 
aeninsl Mexico, to Congress,: and that body by 
the Actof 13th May. 1B1G, declared, " that by 
tho act of the republic of Mexico, a state of 
War exists between that Government and the 
Untied State*:" this Ast declaring, " tho war 
to exist by the actoFihc republic of Mexico," 
and making provision for its prosecution " to a 
speedy and sue cess fulter mil ia linn," wus passed, 
with great unanimi ty by Congress, there being 
but two negative votes in the Senate, and but 
fourteen in the House of Itoorcaentn lives. The 
existence of the war having thus boon declared 
by Congress, it became my duty, under the 
constitution and lho laws, to conduct ond pro- 
secute it. Our army pursued its march upon 
the capital, and, as it approached it was nicl 
by formidable resistance, Our forces first en- 
countered tint enemy, and achieved signal viclo- 
ricaiiithcsovcrcly cintteat cd battles ofConircraa 
and ChurubusCD. It was not until after these 
actions had resulted in decisive victorias, and 
the capital of tho enemy was within our 
power, that lho Slonieon Government mani- 
fested any disposition to enter into iiogocialiot) 
for peace ; nnd oven then, as events have 
proved, there Is too much roasoa to believe 
they were insincere, and ihat in agreeing In go 
through tho forms of ncgotintion tho object was 
to gain time to strengthen the defences of their 
capital, and to prepare fur fre Pli resistance. 
The Commissioner of the United Suites took 
with him tha project of a treaty already pre- 
pared, by the terias of which tlie indemnity 
required by the United States was S cesaiiin Of 
territory, It is well known that tha only in- 
demnity which it is in tha power of Mexico lo 
make, in satisfaction of the just and long de- 
ferred claims nf our citizens against her, and 
tho only means by which she can reimburse 
tlie United States for the expenses Df tho war, 
is a cessiun to the United States of a portion of 
her territory. The terms of lho treaty pro- 
posed by tho United States were not oaly just 
lo Mexico; bur, considering the character find 
amount of our claims, the unjuitiliablc and 
unprovoked commencement of hostilities hy 
her, the expenses of the war Lo which wc have 
been subjected, and the success which hod at- 
tended our arms, were deemed to be of n most 
liberal character. Tho Commissioner of tho 
United State, was authorised to astce to the 
ostatilishmcal of tho Rio Grande ns the 
boundary, from its entrance into the Gulf to 
its intersection with the southern boundary of 
Mew Mexico, in north latitude about St in 
grccs, and to obtain a cession to the United 
States of the provinces of tf ew Mexico and tha 
Californias, ond tho privilege of the right of 
nay across tlic ialhinua of Tehuantepec. Tho 
boundary of tho Kic Grande and the cession to 
the United State* of New Mexico nnd Upper 
Callforoia, constituted an ultimatum which our 
Commissioner was, uader no circumatances, to 
yield.

Our commerce it rapidly increasing, and is 
extending morn widely- the circle of Interna- 
tiona] exchanges. O/ent os hue been tin in- 
crease d our imports during tho past year, our 
exports of domestic 'products, sold in foreign 
mnrkots, hove been itfH greater. So success- 
ful have been nil branches Of our industry, that 
u foreign, war, ivhioli generally dlininishes the 
resources of u nation, has in nn essiiitial degree 
retarded our onward progress, or checked our 
general prosperity. ; .. l1; 

For the purpose of increasingjthd revenue, 
and without changing or modifying the rates, 
imposed by tho act of LB46 on the tlUlUble ar- 
ticles embraced by its provisions, I again re- 
commend to yuur favourable consideration tbo 
expediency of levying a revenue duty on tea 
nudcuffeo. Tho policy which exempted ilieso 
articles from duty during peaco, and when the 
revenue to bu derived from them was net 
needed, ceases to exist when the country hi 
engaged in war, and reouircs the ust of all its 
available resources. It is a tax which would 
be so generally diffused among the people, tint 
It would be felt oppressively by none, and be 
complained of by none. It Is believed lhat 
there nre not, in the list of imported articles, 
any which are more properly tho subject of war 
duties than tea ond coffee. It ia estimated thnt 
three millions of dollars would bo derived 
annually by a moderate dutv imposed on those 
articles. LenoTofls is therefore called upon to 
determine whether it is wiser to impose lho 
war duties recommended, or, by omitting to 
do so, increase the public debt annually throe 
millions of dollars so long as loans shall bo re- 
quired to prosecute! the war. 

It iss estimiitei that not less tJltnloB mil- 
lions of acres of tho public lands will be sur- 
veyed and be in a condition to be proclaimed 
for sale during llie year 1818, I recommend 
that the enisling laws on the subject of pre- 
emption rights be amended and modified so as 
to operate pro-ipcciively, and to embrace all 
who may settle upon the public Innda and 
make improvements upon them before they are 
surveyed, as well as afterwards, in nil eases 
where such huoli settlements may be made after 
the Indian litlt; shall havo been extinguished, 
If the .right of prc-eiupiion be thus extended 
it will embrace n laricc and incritarious class of 
our citizens It will increase the number of 
aiuall freeholders upon our borders, who will 
□a enabled thereby to educate their children, 
and otherwise improve their condition, while 
they will be found ut all times, as tlicyhnvo 
ever proved themselve to he, in tho hour of 
danger to their country, among eur hardiest 
and belt volunteer soldiers, over ready to 
render their services in coses of emergency. I 
tecOmnlend, also, lhat grants upon liberal 
terms, of limited Quantities of the public lands 
he mode to all citixens . . of .the United 
States who have emigrated, or who may hero- 
after within a prescribed period emigrate to 
Oregon, and settle upon them. These hardy 
and adventurous citizens, who hove encoun- 
tered tliedaugcra and privations of a long and 
toilsome journey, tend nave nt length found an 
abiding place far themselves and their families 
Upon the utmost verge of our western limits, 
should, bo secured in the homes which they 
have improved hy their labour, 

"While other maritime powcra aro adding to 
their navies, largo numbers of war ateamcrv, it 
won ,i wise j^olicy Oh our part to make aimilar 
additions to our navy. The four war steamers 
authorised by tha Act of the ird of March, 
1847, ore in course of construction. In addition 
to the four war steam era authorised by this Act 
tho Secretary of the Jv'nvy has, in pursuance cf 
its provisions, entered Into contracts for the 
construction of five stenmers, to be employed 
ui the transportation of the United States mail 
from New York to How Orleans, touching at 
Charleston, Savannah, and Havana, and from 
Havana lo Chagrcn ■ for thieu stcninera to bo 
employed in like manner from Panama to Ore- 
gon, " ao as to connect with the nir.il from Ha- 
vana to Chagres, across the isthmus and for 
five steamers to be employed in liku manner 
from Now York to Liverpool. These steamers

Mr. Barclay had [Treat pleasure in seconding 
tlie proposition, Eb was ■atislled that tlus 
address would be received as it really was In- 
tended to be, not merely as nn empty compli- 
ment, but as a sincere expression of the senti- 
ments and feelings nf those who signed it, He 
did not know a gonilcm.-ui who was more cn- 
tided bt>. the rcftpevt nnd eateem of the people 
in Jamaica tliaa Captain Darling; not only 
did hia gciicnl conduct, both in pub lis and 
private life, well merit Ibis mark of respect, 
but he hud invested a largo iimountof his earn- 
ings ill the toll of this island, and had thereby 
become connected with us by that additional 
tie. Ha was only sorry thai his property had 
not been mare productive lo him than it had 
unfortunately moved. Ha felt great pleasure 
in seconding this address, and hid no doubt it 
would meet with unanimous approbation. 

Tho address was liien agreed to unani- 
mously, nnd signed by thasa present, 

Mr, Barclay moved that his Honor the Pre- 
sident of the Council and his Honor tlia 
Speaker of ihe Assembly should he requested 
to present the address.

Lock, 
liart here started up, and threatened 
liim w ith ven glance. tVeddcrbiirn : "Ioaro 
little, my lords, for whut may bti said or done 
by a man who has been disffraoed in Ids person 
and dishonoured in his bed."

Wedderbum, now In a state of auch excite- 
ment aa to have lost all sense of decorum and 
propriety, exclaimed that "his lordship had 
asides o judge what he could nol justify as a 
gentleman," Tilt President appealed to his 
brethren as to what was fit to be done, who 
unanimously resolved that Mr. Wcddoiburn 
should retract his wordn nnd make an humble 
apol oey, an poln of deprivation. All of a aiidden , 
"Wedderbmm seemed to havo subdued his pas- 
sion, and put on an air of deliberate cnolaeas ; 
when, instead of the expected retraction nnd 
apology, ho stripped otf his Hewn, and holding 
it in hia hands bofora the judges, heoaid, " My 
lords, I neither retract nor apologise, but I 
will en TO you the trouble of deprivation ; there 
is my gown, and 1 will never wear it more;

iNVLuara-s or Yeou-rATios-' bsr Ci-rsiATJS. — 
There arc various circumstances) which may 
contribute towards tin; formation of rain. 
Temperature, pressure of luc atmosphere, end 
its electrical stale, are chief agetits , mountain 
cliaina and foresta form local causes. The 
effect which foresta eurcixe upon thu cottden 
aation of vapours has been ably treated by 
Dsuioll, in hia McteovoWIeal lissays, 1 1SJJ, 
p.p. 3W, 2J2, i7i.) Humboldt considers that 
forests eieicisa a triple influence upon elitnate ; 
first, they protect tlie soil a»ainst the rays or 
the sun ; secondly, they produce by ttio vital 
activity of their Iuaves a constant evaporation 
of aqueous vapours ; thirdly, these leaves in- 
crease the radiation. These three simultaneous 
causes, tui affording shade, evaporation, and 
radiation, are so influential that the knowledge 
of the extent of forests, compared with the 
naked sarannalts, steppes, and champaign 
ground, forms one of the most impnrtent ele- 
ments in the climatology of a country. The 
active vitality uf plants consuls chiefly in the 
leaves ; they ore tho organs of respiration, di- 
gestion, and nutrition. The great quantity of 
water which they perspire maybe euaily proved 
by placing a glass next the under- surface of a, 
young Tine-loaf In a hot (by; and it will bo 
found ta perspire so copiously, that the glssa 
will ho En a abort time covered with dew, which 
runs-down in streams in half sn hour, ITslea 
computed tho pespirjition of plants to be seven- 
teen times more than the human body; he 
calculated that the leaves of a single heliotithua 
three feet and a half in height covered forty 
square foot ; and comparing hia fanner obser- 
vation of the perspiration of leaves with this 
circumstance, Ilumboldt observes properly, if u 
plant of auch small alia exercises influence: 
upon evaporation, how much greater must be 
the perspiration of the forests of the Upper 
Orinoco, which cover two hundred and sixty 
thousand nautical square miles] The cloudy 
and misty sky of those regions, and of tho 
province of Lea Esmcraldas, to the west of 
tha volcano of PeehiTiche, the decrease 
of thu temperature in tlie missions on 
tha Rio ^fcgro, nnd tho streams uf vapour 
which become visible on fixing the eyes on tha 
topsof the trees In the equatorial forest, must 
be alike ascribed to thu aqueous exhalation of 
the leavea, and to their radiation towards tlie 
space of the atmosphere. 1 1 is asset ted lhat 
there is at present much less rain In barbadoea 
than there was formerly, and lunny of the In- 
habitants ascribe it to the unlimited cle aronee 
of forest and brushwood i sad although WC 
havo no direct reasons to prove why auch 
clearances lessen the annual quantity or rain, 
wc hare ttbuiitlaat proof that It Is so, In every 
instance, and in every part of the globe, where 
farcata have been cleared, a diminution of 
aqueous precipitations his been noted ; 
and as It is a fact which remains uncontested, 
that Batbndocs, within tha last fjfty years, waa 
much more wooded than it La now, the dimi- 
nution of rain must likewise be expected as 
the natural ctfeot, Tha evidence of Humboldt 
Leopold dc Uueh, Daoiell, Dove, and others, 
ia so powerful on (his subject, thnt I should 
wish to press particularly upon the altendon 
of tho raider how importafii tho tristoine of 
wooded i poll becomes to tho agriculturist, 
cannot do hotter than quote tho words ufHui 
boldt to enforce my own view: "By felling the
